The 
fallacy  of  this  statement  can  be  easily  proved  by^a 
visit  to  our  gardens  at  tulip  blooming  time.  Our  cli¬ 
matic  and  soil  conditions  arc  ideal  for  the  propogation 
of  this  class  of  bulbs. 

It  is  our  desire  to  please  our  customers,  and.  with, 
this  end  in  view,  w  e  are  const  ant  ly  c  ndcavo  r  i  ng  t  o  im¬ 
prove  o'j hr  stoch  by  eliminating  alx  those  varieties, 
which,  after  careful  experimentation,  do  not  measure  up 
to  our  standard  of  quality.  They  must  reach  your  hands 
in  good  condition,  and  grow,  proving  to  your  own  satis¬ 
faction  their  merits.  If  anything  purchased  from  us 
does  not  measure  up  to  your  own  expectations,  in  every 
way,  we  will  deem  it  a  favor  if  you  will  tell  us  about 
it,  in  order  that  wc  may  adjust  the  matter  to  your  own 
sat i sf act  ion. 


TULIPS 

The  tulip  is  one  of  the  hardiest  of  plants  and  will 
thrive  under  the  most  adverse  conditions,  "but  will  not  a- 
chieve  that  high  state  of  perfection  to  which  all  true 
flower  lovers  aspire  unless  given  some  measure  of  care  and 
attention.  The  "bed  should  he  wel  1  -prepared  to  the  deoth 
required,  (about  5  inches},  and  all  soil  removed, the  "bulbs 
placed  in  position,  and  tne  soil  replaced,  A  top  dressing 
of  fertilizer  should  then  be  applied,  and  the  bed  be  well- 
soaked.  Do  not  mix  fertilizer  with  the  soil. 

The  mature  tulip  bulb  will,  if  left  in  the  ground,  for 
more  than  one  year,  split  into  several  smaller  bulbs,  and 
these  will  in  turn  produce  smaller  stalks  and  flowers; the 
bulbs  should  therefore  be  lifted  after  the  tops  die  down, 
and  stored  in  a  well-ventilated  place  with  a  subdued  light, 
or  should  be  broken  up  and  the  blooming  size  bulbs  removed, 
the  remaining  bulblets  being  planted  apart  from  the  mature 
bulbs  and  left  undisturbed  for  two  years.  Some  of  these 
will  bloom  the  second  year  and  all  should  bloom  the  third 
year.  It  is  by  this  method  that  tulip  growers  increase 
their  stock,  and  while  it  may  seem  to  rake  considerable 
time,  in  a  few  years  you  will  have  increased  your  stock 
from  a  few  dozen  to  several  hundred,  and  will  be  in  a  po¬ 
sition  to  plant  massed  beds  of  solid  colors. 

Although  wo  explained  in  a  former  issue  how  to  determine 
if  a  tulip  bulb  will  produce  a  bloom,  it  might  be  well  to 
explain  again  the  method  by  which  this  can  be  done. 

Each  mature  bulb  bears,  in  its  center,  the  complete  flow¬ 
er  in  miniature  for  the  following  year*  By  cutting  the  bulb 
open  and  examining  it  closely  vou  may  see  This  tiny  flower. 
It  is  not  necessary,  however,  To  cut  the  bulb  open  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  it  will  bloom.  Under  normal  growing  conditions,  a 
bulb  that  has  produced  a  bloom  the  current  season  will  pro¬ 
duce  one  the  following  season.  The  evidence  that  it  has 
blossomed  is  borne  on  its  front  side  in  the  form  of  a  groove 
marking  the  position  of  the  old  flower  stalk.  A  bulb  which 
did  not  flower  the  current  season  but  will  flower  next  year 
can  be  recognized  by  its  more  round  appearance  and  long 
neck.  Previous  to  flowering,  a  tulip  produces  a  single  very 
strong  leaf,  the  base  of  which  continues  over  the  outer  sur¬ 
face  of  the  bulb.  It  is  a  portion  of  this  leaf  base  which 
forms  the  long  neck. 

Tulips  are  gross  feeders,  and  require  plenty  of  humus  in 
the  soil;  this  is  especially  true  oi  the  bulbs  which  are 
left  in  The  ground  for  more  than  one  season.  The  best  meth¬ 
od  of  providing  this  extra  fertility  is  to  spade  a  good  ap¬ 
plication  of  sheep  manure  into  the  soil  a  year  previous  to 
planting.  Bone  meal  is  also  good,  and  may  be  mixed  with 
the  soil  at  planting  time.

The  Darwin  is  perhaps  the  most  popular  tulip,  due  to 
its  sturdy  hahit  of  growth  and  wonderful  qualities  as  a 
cut  flower.  They  are  late  May  flowering,  and  the  "bloom 
is  borne  on  strong  stems  from  18  to  30  inches  in  height. 
They  have  a  wonderful  range  of  colors  from  rose  to  al¬ 
most  "black.  Yellow  is  not  represented  among  the  Darwins 
although  Inglescombe  yellow  is  sometimes  called  the  yel¬ 
low  Darwin.

Any  ordinary  garden  soil 
will  grow  good  Iris.  Bo  not  place  manure  around  the 
bulb  or  rhizome,  but  manure  may  be  placed  on  the  surface 
and  then  watered  down. 

The  plant  should  be  set  with  the  rhizome  just  be¬ 
low  the  surface.  Since  Iris  make  a  fast  growth  and  the 
rhizomes  quickly  multiply,  it  is  best  to  lift  them  ev¬ 
ery  three  or  four  years  and  divide  the  clumps  in  order 
that  the  host  flowers  may  be  produced.  Iris  may  be 
planted  at  any  time  of  tne  year  when  not  in  bloom  or 
when  the  ground  is  not  frozen,  but  July,  August ,  and 
September  are  probably  the  best  months  for  planting.
